,The state central committee 
endorsed Howlett for governor, 
State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon 
of Belleville for secretary of

F. Hartigan for re-election, 
Senate President Cecil A 
Partee for attorney general and 
Michael J. Bakalis, former 
state superintendent of public 
instruction, for state comp- 
troller. 

James R. Thompson, favored 
to win the Republican 
nomination for governor, 
responded, “It is a (Chicago 
Mayor Richard) Daley ticket 
from top to bottom, with only a 
bone thrown to Downstate — 
Alan Dixon — because that is 
the only way they could back 
him off the governor's race.” 
All other members of the slate 
are from Chicago 

The selections generally met 
with favor among Democratic 
leaders in Madison County, 
although some will not take a 
formal, stand at present. 

Treasurer Dixon said 
Tuesday, “I would have béen 
honored and delighted to serve 
as my party’s candidate for 
governor. But Mike Howlett is 
senior to me in age and service 
as secretary and auditor, 

“T feel he was the excellent 
choice. My party has seen fit to 
honor me with backing for the 
secretary's job, and I think that 
Tand all other Downstaters can 
take pride in this.””

Dangerous patients 


being freed—police 


Is the Illinois Department of 
Mental Health releasing some 
mentally disturbed persons too 
quickly and causing a danger to 
the public and to police of- 
ficers? Several local authorities 
answer that question with a 
resounding ‘Yes 

Police in the Quad-Cities say 
they ‘are tired of being 
threatened by disturbed per- 
sons armed with weapons who 
have been released repeatedly 
by the Department of Mental 
Health, 

Granite City Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer yesterday 
reviewed the record of one 
young man who has assaulted 
police officers on at least four 
occasions while carrying deadly 
weapons. 

“This is just one example. We 
have many others here,"’ Veizer 
noted. 

The young man in question 
has been in Alton State Mental 


Hospital numerous times in the 
past few years but, is usually 
released after a few months. 

“They send him back to us 
and say he is okay. Within a 
week, he gets strung out on 
drugs and it starts all over 
again,” Veizer commented. 

He added, “Each time. we 
arrest him, we call the mental 
health people in here and we 
petition them to put him away. 
They put him in Alton State and, 
before we know it, they have let 
him escape or have set him 
free. They don't want him any 
more than we do.” 

An individual was arrested in 
October 1973 after displaying 
two large knives and telling a 
policeman that any officer 
approaching him would be 
killed. He allegedly lunged at 
the officer, who shot the man in 
the left leg to protect himself. 

In May 1974, the same man 
was arrested again after

Remembering Pearl Harbor 
easy for C. E. Blankenship 


“Let's remember Pearl 
Harbor'’—the Japanese air 
attack on America’s Pacific 
fleet moored in Hawaii Dec. 7, 
1941. 

This was the slogan that 
helped inspire years of sacrifice 
by United States citizens and 
others as they fought in World 
War II to preserve freedom. 
The attack had launched direct 
U.S. involvement in the war 
against aggressor nations— 
Germany, Italy and Japan. 

One who still remembers 
Pearl Harbor vividly is Clifton 
E. Blankenship of Granite City, 
supervisor of safety, training 
and employe benefits at the 
local A. O. Smith Corp. auto 
frame plant. 

A Navy battleship crew 
member who was on duty at 
Pearl Harbor when enemy 
fighters, bombers, dive bom- 
bers and torpedo bombers in- 
vaded ‘‘battleship row’’ at 
Pearl Harbor at 7:55 on a 
Sunday morning, Blankenship 
still has a slight ringing in his 
ears resulting from the 
deafening noise of the bom- 


bardment and anti-aircraft fire 
that day 

The 34th anniversary of the 
attack will -be observed this 
Sunday. 

He and other survivors take 
special note of the occasion 
each year, and also periodically 
participate in ceremonies at the 
harbor memorial, built atop the 
sunken battleship Arizona. 

Blankenship was serving 
aboard the Tennessee and was 
able to lead a gun crew in 
successfully directing shells at 
the approaching aircraft—even 
though most of the sailors were 
barefodt and attired in tee shirts 
and short trousers. 

The surprise had been total,

Venice school 
vote Dec. 20 


The Venice School District 
will try again — for the fifth 
time in 2% years — to obtain 
voter approval of an increase in 
the, district’s educational fund 
tax rate in a referendum 
Saturday, Dec. 20, 

Venice voters will be asked 
to approve a proposal to raise 
the educational fund tax rate 
by 60 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. The current rate is 
$2.05 per $100 valuation. 

A public meeting to answer 
questions and provide ad- 
ditional information on the 
referendum will take place at 
7:30 p.m. Monday in the 
Venice High School library. 

Decision to conduct another 
referendum to increase school 
district revenue in the face of a 
growing financial deficit was 
reached by school board 
members at a meeting Monday 
night. 

A fact sheet detailing Venice 
District's dismal financial 
picture also was authorized by 
board members for distribution 
throughout the djstrict “in an 
effort toclear up some apparent 
misunderstandings about the 
school district operations and- 
or finances,” Superintendent of 
Schools Robert N. Vickers said. 

The average assessment for 
homes in the Venice District 
ranges between $3,000 and 
$6,000, Vickers pointed out. This 
means a 60 cent increase in the 
tax rate would cost the average 
homeowner $18 fo $36 per year, 
of five to 10 cents daily. 

Board members stressed 
that nine of the 12 unit school 
districts in Madison County 
already have a higher school 
tax rate than Venice 
District’s overall rate of 
$2.764. 

In comparison, they noted, 
Granite City has a school tax 
rate of $3.707; Livingston, 
$3.767; Collinsville, $3.202; 
Wort $3.280; Edwardsville, 
$3.162; Bethalto, $3,113; Triad, 


$3,143;" Madison, $2.894; 
Alton, $2.836 

Present assessed valuation of 
the Venice District is 
$31,916,043. In 1962, the district’s 
assessed valuation was 
$39,591,595. 

The $7,675,552 loss averages 
out to a $639,629 decrease per 
year for the 12-year period. If 
the same rate of decrease 
continues, the assessed 
valuation in 1978 will be 
$29,357,527, Vickers pointed out, 

To meet education fund ex- 
penses in the 1975-76 school 
year, Venice District was 
forced to borrow $405,000 last 
year and expects to borrow 


and 


about $535,000 to cover expenses 
through June 30, 1976. The new 
issuance of tax anticipation 
warrants means borrowing 
against tax receipts for the next 
two years 

Salaries and other expenses 
in the Venice district's 
educational fund during the 
1975-76 school year amount to 
$913,535. 

To meet the disbursements, 
receipts from taxes collectible 
this year, amount to $621,565 
and from other sources, such as 
state aid, special education, 
lunch program, etc., $161,000 for

The same day, the deputies, 
members. of Operating 
Engineers Local 520, rejected 
what had been unofficially 
termed ‘the county’s final 
offer.”

Illinois and Quad-City 
families on limited income are 
managing to have a better way 
of life through two special 
programs of the University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service, it was noted this week 
by an Extension Service of- 
ficial. 

The week of Dec. 1-5 has been 
designated ‘‘Program 
Awareness and Program 
Assistants’ Week”’ in 
recognition of the successes of 
the Expanded Food and 
Nutrition Education Program 
(EFNEP) and Consumer and 
Homemaking Education 
Program (CHEP) 

EFNEP began in 1969 as part 
of a national Extension Service 
effort to bring food and nutrition 
information to families with 
limited incomes. 

CHEP, which began in Illinois 
asa pilot program in 1971, seeks 
to help low-income families 
learn how to make better use of 
all their resources — time, 
energy, money, skills and 
health. 

Program assistants take the 
programs to people in the 
community. They are 
paraprofessionals working in 
local communities, where they 
visit neighbors in their homes. 
The program assistant deals 
with the family’s problems on a 
‘one-to-one basis. 

The program assistants know 


from personal experience the 
problems homemakers face, 
and they teach useful nutrition 
and consumer information to 
the families they work-with. 

The Extension Service 
provides . the program 
assistants with training in 
nutrition and consumer in- 
formation as well as in teaching 
and working with others. They, 
in turn, share the information 
with homemakers in their 
neighborhood, 

In Illinois, more than 250 
EFNEP program assistants are 
helping almost 40,000. people in 
9,000 families and 60 CHEP 
program assistants are working 
with over 2,000 homemakers. 

In Madispn County, 14 
program assistants are now on 
the job. . 

InGranite City, the assistants 
are Norma Burns, Jewel 
VanVleet, Wilma Hancock and 
Ola Vee Nix; in Madison, Janie 
Kemp and Lenora Brown; and 
in Venice, Yvonne Marr and 
Drew Johnson.

The Madison County board 
will be asked this month to 
approve a contract with 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal 
Employes union which has been 
ratified by the union’s mem- 
bers. 

‘The union represents 55 per 
cent of county employes. 
Provisions of the contract 
proposal have not been 
released, pending approval by 
the County Board later this 
month, 

The board has approved a 
three-year contract with 
‘Teamsters, Chauffeurs and 
Helpers Local 525, which 
represents 33 workers in the 
county highway and animal 
control'departments. . 

The contract provides for a 20 
cent hourly wage increase in the 
first year plus a 14-cent per hour 
cost-of-living increase.

stray dogs and the contents 
strewn around the alleys. 

In the first place, Poulos 
argued, “householders are 
required to place garbage in lid- 
covered metal containers and 
are violating the city garbage 
ordinance if they place garbage 
in plastic bags. 

Dallas told the council that he 
had spoken with operators of 
Milam Corp., sanitation firm 
that makes Granite City’s trash 
and garbage pickups, ‘‘and they 
told me that they don’t mind 
picking up plastic bags so much 
if the people, would- put them 
where they can get to them, and 
if they are not torn open and the 
ground littered.” 

However, plastic bags should 
not contain garbage under any 
circumstances, Dallas said. 

“Some people just don’t 
care,”’ the alderman/ said. 
“Some of them have beén born 
like this,- they have lived like 
this and they always will live 
like this.”” 

Ernest B. Eli, city inspector 
to whom the problem had been 
referred in an eatlier council 
session, was called upon for a 
report on what he had found. Eli 
agreed that there are many who 
are careless about trash and, 
garbage while there are “a 
great many citizens who are 
careful and clean about their 
trash and garbage.” 

Eli distributed to council 
members a written report in 
which he said: 

“Reviewing past ordinances 
on the pickup of garbage in the 
City, we find Ordinance 2031, 
amending Article 3 of Chapter 
20 of the Municipal Code, to 
read, ‘the receptacle for gar- 
bage shall be made of metal or 
plastic with close-fitting covers 
and a capacity not exceeding 30 
gallons. These containers to be 
placed at the alley line or at the 
front curb line of the premises.” 

“A later ordinance, 2730, 
states all garbage or other 
material subject to decay 
should be placed in a tightly- 
covered metal container. 

“The contract of July, 1974, 
between the Milam Corp. and 
the city of Granite City, states 
that each container used for 
garbage or other refuse shall 
not exceed 30 gallons and that 
all garbage should be wrapped 
or placed in a proper container, 
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“The words ‘proper con- 
tainer’ seem to have a different 
meaning to owners, agents and- 
or occupants of houses, 
buildings, flats or apartments. 
One answer does not seem to fit 
all persons seeing that a strict 
law could affect a great many 
citizens who are careful and 
clean about their trash and 


garbage. 

“Therefore, taking into 
consideration the few com- 
plaints against the Milam 
Corporation and. the few 
complaints from Milam made 
againstour citizens, perhaps we 
should consider, the complaints 
in each area and police these 
areas more stringently.”” 

Alderman Gerald Parmley of 
the Sixth Ward told the council, 
“Some cities. have solved this 
problem.after contending with 
the same thing we have here. 
‘They just eliminated collections 
in alleys and required the 
people to place their garbage 
cans and trash on the front 
curbs for pickups. There is no 
way the people are going to let 
their front yards look like their 
back yards and the alleys.” 

Steve Basarich, alderman of 
the Fifth Ward, commented, “It 
looks like we have a dual 
problem here — people and 
dogs. If we didn’t have people 
the dogs would be no problem 
and if we didn’t have dogs the 
people wouldn’t be any 
problem. We are going to have 
to figure out a way to work on 
both.” | 

Poulos replied that “It’s the 
people. who are the big 
problem... You should see 
some of these alleys.” 

Alderman Warren Decatur of 
the Fourth Ward noted that 
Eli’s report makes it clear that 
householders are required to 
place garbage in metal con- 
tainers. He said he feels that 
Milam Corp. has been doing a 
good job. Council members 
agreed that the firm has been 
highly cooperative in handling 
some pickups that are not 
required under the city con- 
tract. 

Dallas said that “We can put 
some pressure on, but there are 
those who won't cooperate. I 
know of some people who throw 
garbage out the back door in a 
paper sack.”’ 
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Two ~bachelor’s degree 
programs, a master’s degree 
program and noninstructional 
capital improvements totaling 
$410,500 for Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
were approved Tuesday By the 
Illinois Board of Higher 
Education (BHE), meeting at 
the Sheraton-Chicago Hotel. 

The degree programs ap- 
proved by the BHE are: 
bachelor ‘of science in social 


work, bachelor of fine arts in art- 


and design, and master of 
science in environmental 
studies. 

The capital improvement 


projects and costs approved , 


include: equipment for the 
Commons Building at Tower 
Lake -Apartments, $10,500; 
equipment for’ Auxiliary 
Enterprises, $22,000; Lovejoy 
Library improvements, $24,000; 
remodeling at Tower Lake 
Apartments, $85,000; 
remodeling at the Olin Con- 
ference Center, $75,000; 
remodeling of the University 
Center for fast food service, 
$120,000; site improvements at 
playfields and recreation areas, 
$48,000; and parking lot im- 
provements, $26,000. 

The bachelor of social work 
program will be administered 
by the University’s department 
of sociology. According to 
University officials, the basic 
‘objective of the program is “to 
provide a sound undergraduate 
base for individuals interested 
in social work as a practice.” 

The bachelor of fine arts in 
art and design will provide 
professional and _ technical 
experiences for individuals who 
wish to. pursue careers in the 
fine arts or further study in 
other fields of endeavor, 
University officials said. 
Program approval includes 
$27,000 in new state funds for 
two academic employes and 
support resources to implement 
the program in the department 
of art and design. 

The master of science in 
environmental studies program 
will be administered by the 
School of Science and 
Technology. The program will 
be housed in the Science 
Building and is expected to 
utilize the faculties of the 
Environmental Resources 
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Training Center, the Center for 
Urban and Environmental 
Research and Services; and the 
existing waste water treatment 
plant. Program approval in- 
cludes $75,000 to hire a director, 
several faculty and a civil 
service employe. 

Describing the ronin- 
structional capital im- 
provement projects, University 
Officials said the equipment for 
the Tower Lake Commons 
Building will include draperies, 
conference table and chairs, 
with funds provided from the 
1973 series F-acquisition fund. 
The Auxiliary Services’ 
equipment funds will:be used 
for the trade-in purchase of 
vehicles, with money provided 
by billing various departments 
for the actual use of the 
vehicles. 

The library remodeling 
project includes installation of a 
security system, space revision 
and stack relocation, with funds 
provided from private gifts. 

The project at Tower Lake 
Apartments — includes 
remodeling in various housing 
units and changes in the utilities 
system. Funds will be provided 
from Housing Operation 
monies. 

Electrical and plumbing 
repairs and construction of an 
access road are planned at the

a grand total of $782,565. 

Repayment of the $405,000 in 
anticipation, warrants _ leaves. 
the district only $377,565 fo meet 
its commitments and therefore 
a deficit of $535,970. 

In 1979, salaries and other 
educational expenses are ex- 
pected to total, $1,063,035. 
Receipts will be $984,575, less 
$490,000 in previously 
anticipation warrants, leaving a 
total of $494,575 available for the 
1979-80 school year even at the 
$2.65 rate, the district officers 
explained. 

To reduce district expenses 
several. measures have been 
taken over the past seven years 
and efforts were considerably 
intensified during the last three 
years, Venice board members 
noted. 

In January 1968, the Venice 
School District had a total of 
four administrators, 34 grade 
school teachers and 22 high 
school faculty members. 

At the present time, the 
district has three ad- 
ministrators, 19 grade school 
teachers and 19 high school 
teachers. Fourteen other 
teachers are paid with 
Federal Title I and Title VII 
funds. 

Additionally, the district has 
further reduced local expenses 
by $10,000- by transferring 
teachers to the Reimburseable 
Special Education Programs, 
board members said. 

Reductions in non-certified 
staff and working hours has 
saved the district another 
$16,454. In total, the board 
reported, the education fund 
salary expenses have been cut 
in excess of $215,000, mostly in 
the last three years. . 

Spending has been reduced in 
the past three years also for 
textbooks, supplies, equipment, 
etc. in the amount of $11,642. 

Board members admit, 
however, that some of the ef- 
forts made to cut expenses have 
hurt the educational program. 

They cite as examples — 
the reduction of teachers, 
which has increased class 
sizes to the extent that close to 
30 pupils per teacher are 
enrolled in kindergarten and 
Grade 1; elimination of high 
sthool art, and curtailment of 
band and music and physical 
education. 

Combining the, school 
libraries into one location and 
eliminating one librarian and 
loss of grade school guidance 
and counseling service were 
cited. : 

“We believe that further staff 
reductions will result ina vastly 
inferior education for Venice 


‘District students as class sizes 


would have to be increased to 35 
to 45 students per teacher,” the 
board stated. 

Operations at the Venice- 
Lincoln Technical Center are 
supported entirely with state 
and federal funds, with no local 
tax money involved, Vickers 
said. 

The administrator em- 
phasized as in Title VII 
remedial programs and other 
programs funded from federal 
and state sources, funds 
granted to Venice-Lincoln 
Technical Center for adult and 
vocational training may not be 
used to take the place of district 
funds or programs.

Battery, trespass 
now city charges 


Ordinances'establishing three 
separate criminal laws under 
which offenders in Granite City 
cases may be charged locally 
instead of applying state laws 
were enacted by the City 
Council Monday night. 

The ordinances provide fines 
for convictions on local charges 
of aggravated battery, battery 
and criminal trespass, ail 
violations for which the city 
previously did” not have 
prohibiting ordinances. 

Council members noted that 
the,new laws should increase 
substantially the amount of 
revenue from fines assessed in 
such cases. In the past, such 


charges were filed only under- 
state laws and eventually were" 


disposed of in courts at 
Edwardsville, with all fines and 
fees going to the county. 

By filing charges under ‘the 
local ordinances, fines assessed 
in these cases will go to the city. 

Chief of Police Ronald Veizer 
told the Press-Record that 
approximately 15 per cent of all 
Granite City arrests involve 
charges in one or more of these 
three categories. 

Veizer emphasized, however, 
that ‘since the local ordinance 
covering aggravated battery 
involves only a fine with no jail 
term, it is considered a 
misdemeanor and not a felony. 
The state law, on the other 
hand, can involve’ felony 
charges providing a prison 
term. 

Therefore, he said, Granite 
City police will continue to use 
the state charge of aggravated 
battery at the felony level in 
cases of a serious nature, such 
as a beating or assault causing 
injuries to the victims. 

The ordinance prohibiting 
aggravated battery states that 
a person guilty of such an of- 
fense is one who uses a deadly 
weapon, or is hooded, robed or 
masked to conceal his identity.

hand and the knife came 
through the sereen door. 

In October 1974, the same 
man allegedly displayed a knife 
in one hand and a broken glass 
ashtray in his other hand and 
threatened to kill a police of- 
ficer. The man was stopped by a 
neighbor who tackled him, 

In February of this year, the 
man held a butcher knife 
toward two policemen and said 
he would kill them if they ap- 
proached. The two officers 
rushed at him and took the knife 
away. fs 

The same man escaped from 
Alton State and St. Elizabeth 
Hospital psychiatric care 
departments in 1974 and has 
attempted suicide at least 
twice—once by hanging in the 
Granite City Jail. 

“We won't put him in jail 
anymore. If he doesn’t hang 
himself or cut his wrists, he will 
bang his head against the bars 
until he hurts himself,” Veizer 
said, adding, “‘We just watch 
him in the squad.room and wait 
for -the mental health 
authorities to come and get 
him.” 

The chief added, “There are 
several such people out there. 
Our officers know who they are, 


- and they are advised to use 


extreme caution when dealing 
with them. 

“But it is a bad situation when 
we keep turning them over to 
the Department of Mental 
Health and a short time later 
they show up on the streets 
again,” he concluded, 

The department utilizes a 
board at the Alton hospital and 
the board calls a circuit judge 
into all confinement hearings. 

It is at those hearings that the 
board determines where each 
patient will be treated and for 
how, long;-it was explained.

Johnson said, “The new law is 
one of the most comprehensive 
and far-reaching shoplifting 
laws in the nation. It lists retail 
theft as a separate definition 
within the theft statutes.”

caused entirely by inflationary 
economic conditions. A great 
deal of it is caused by theft, and 
somewhere along the-line the 
retailer has to make up his 
losses. © — 

“Qur own figures—compiled 
from the’ nearly 1,000. police 
agencies in Tilinois—show there 
were 175,307 thefts reported to 
police in 1974. This is theft in all 
categories and it cost the public 
$34.7 million in property losses. 
Shoplifting alone accounted for 
$1,255,698 of that figure. 

“For-a merchant to stay in 
business, part of this cost,” 
Johnson said, “‘if not all of it, 


must be passed ori to the con- 
sumer. It's either higher prices 
to you or higher insurance rates 
for him and on both counts you, 
the buyer, lose: =

cost money, too. Again, the 
merchant must pass on his cost, 

“There is. only one way,” 
Johnson believes, ‘‘to help. curb 
stich costs to the shopping 
public—a law that makes the 
offender liable to civil action by. 
the store operator. 

“Until Gov. Walker signed 
this bill, shoplifting was a 
misdemeanor buried in the theft 
statutes. 

“Now, as a separate offense, 
this new law will allow the 
merchant to sue the offender for 
civil damages of $100 to $500 and 
the store need not have a con- 
viction verdict or a guilty plea

to initiate such a suit. 

“Shoplifting is a crime which 
our society looks on as sort of a 
joke. Often you hear people say, 
47m going out to do my annual 
Christmas shoplifting.” 

“The joke, unfortunately, is 
onus,” Johnson said: ‘Because, 
for those who are-serious about 
shoplifting, the tab costs.all of 
us anadditional 10 to30 per cent 
for retail merchandise. 

“Taken . seriously and 
rigorously enforced, this new 
law could easily bring the cost 
of merchandise back down, 
whether it be men’s socks or 
- Salad dressing. 


“In addition to giving Illinois 
one of the better anti-shoplifting 
laws in the - nation, the 
legislative action defines in 
greater detail the various acts 
of shoplifting violations to aid 
police agencies in specifically 
booking a violator, and helps 
prosecutors’ in establishing 
their case in court,” he said. 

The 1975 law ‘established 
retail theft as including mer- 
chandise/for sale by a retail or 
wholesale business, as opposed 
to general theft. It also in- 
cludes: 

“Label altering,”’ the practice 
of switching labels of known 


inexpensive “merchandise onto 
those of higher priced items and 
switching of price tags for the 
same purpose. 

“Under checking,” a a practice 
of employes where the price 
rung up on the cash register is‘ 
less than the price marked. 

“Changing _containers,”’ 
much the same practice as label 
altering, utilized’ where 
changing the entire container is 
more practical for the purpose, 
of deceit. 

And “cart theft,” whereby a 
person may be prosecuted for 
the theft of store carts, such as 
grocery. carts.

EARLY MAN 
Mystery 
comes to 
surface 


By DAVE PALERMO 


EVANSTON, Il. — Ar- 
chaeology. ‘A “digging 
thing.” A means of under- 
standing ancient cultures by 
unearthing remnants of 
graves and settlements. It is, 
perhaps, the only means by 
which man can determine his 
still-mysterious origins. 

Yet for many years archae- 
ology has been buried as 
deeply as the mdny ancient 
civilizations it has attempted 
to unearth and understand. It 
has been buried not under 
tons of soil and rocks but 
rather in the back rooms of 
our colleges and universities. 

“It strikes me as agonizing 
that archaeology holds such a 
minor role in education,” 
says archaeologist Stuart 
Struever, chairman of the ar- 
chaeology department at 
Northwestern University. 
“Vocational courses are 
easier to introduce in com- 
munity colleges than 
academics. 

“Great Britain and the 
United States are the only two 
major countries which have 
taken any role at all in ar- 
chaeology. 

“Archaeology provides 
some kind of coherent sense 
of human behavior and hu- 
man history ... religious, 
economic and psychological 
history. It has enormous 
integrative powers.” 

Struever for many years 
has been fighting the 
academic ignorance of the 


importance of archaeology. It 
was he who initiated the now- 
famous Koster Dig near a 
small town about 45 miles 
from St. Louis, Mo. The 
Koster excavation is consid- 
ered the most important ar- 
chaeological expedition in 
Northern America, and it was 
there that we learned man 
lived in’ the Llinois River 
Valley more than 8,000 years 
ago, long before the pyramids 
were constructed in Egypt. 

It is no small coincidence 
that there has been more 
progress in archaeology in 
the past 10 years than during 
the previous 100 years, and it 
is no Coincidence that most of 
the attention has centered 
around Struever, who has 
been written up in several na- 
tional publications, including 
‘Time magazine and the New 
York Times newspaper. 

Today Struever divides his 
hours between the Koster 
site, the classrooms at North- 
western University, and the 
lecture circuit, where he 
spéaks on the increasing need 
for more emphasis on the 
“digging” science. 

Digs such as that which is 
taking place at the Ted 
Koster farm in Greene 
County, Ill., are changing 
many long-held beliefs of the 
origin of man, Struever said. 
It has served as proof that 
man did not arrive on a 
Viking’s ship, or with the 
crew of Christopher Colum- 
bus, or in a hollowed-out 
canoe piloted by Indian Jeff 
Chandler and his faithful 
squaw Deborah Paget. 

Archaeology, Struever 
says, is teaching us to look at 
man as we look at other ani- 
mals, but within the context 
of a culture, which he defines 
as ‘a human-derived tool to 
buffer the human animal 
from its natural and social 
environment.”* 

Archaeology ‘changed the 
name of the game” and did 
away with the bigoted notion

Valley in archaic times, 
Struever said. “He had plenty.

“How hard a man works 
depends a lot on what he con- 
siders necessary goals in life, 
and there was no environ- 
mental imperative in the 
valley requiring man to work 
hard.” 

It is also important to note 
that the Koster Dig provided 
additional proof that men did 
live in permanent settle- 
ments long before the dawn of 
agriculture and were not 
nomadic creatures, as was 
long believed to be true, They 
gathered hickory nuts, they 
built shelters, they hunted 
ducks with nets and they 
drove fish from small ponds 
and lakes. 

All this is learned, Struever 
says, through the study of 
“human history, not Western 
history.”’ All this is learned 
by digging up ancient settle- 
ments, piecing together 
gravesites, sifting through 
soil to separate miniscule 
particles of plant life and pre- 
historic organisms, such as. 
the bones and’ scales of fish 
and snails. It is all learned’

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Coal plant 
to stimulate 


construction 


Coalcon expects to employ a 
thousand construction workers 
and an operating force of. 400 
employes for its New Athens 
demonstration plant to convert 
coal to clean boiler fuel. 

Describing the. potential 
economic lift for St. Clair 


‘County and* the surrounding’ 


area, Coalcon’s New York 
headquarters said it hopes’ the 
impact will continue well 
beyond. the construction and the 
test and evaluation period. 

Attesting to the speed with 
which Coalcon is tackling the 
$237 million project, a source 
said: “We're ahead of schedule 
and we're now in the design and 
planning stage.”” 

The design phase will con- 
tinue for 18 months at a cost of 
$17. million. 

Dr. Robert C. Scamans, 
administrator of the Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration, announced on 
Nov. 17 the selection of New 
Athens as the site for the joint 
federal-private venture to 
demonstrate the commercial 
feasibility of converting high- 
sulfur coal to clean-burning 
liquid and gaseous fuels. 

Coalcon won the ERDA 
contract as prime contractor 
and formed a consortum for the 
undertaking. 

The demonstration plant is to 
have a design life of 20 years. 
Coalcon is committed to pur- 
chase the plant upon completion 
of three years of operating and 
testing under the contract. 

The Coalcon source said the 
New Athens sites ‘could 
facilitate a commercial 
operation” and it is the prime 
contractor's hope that coal 
conversion can continue there 
for the life of the available coal 
reserves, 

Although Peabody Coal Cg. 
has strip-mined the near- 
surface coal, there are 1.6 
billion tons of mapped reserves 
of Herrin coal in the immediate 
area. 

Coalcon estimates it will take 
a thousand workers 30 months 
to build the demonstration 
plant, which would be about a 
fifth the size of a commercial 
plant. Construction is to start in 
1977. 

Based on 1974-75 construction 
costs, Coaledn estimated 
$142,500,000 for construction, 
How inflation may effect this 
estimate is not immediately 
known. 

This schedule can put the 
plant in operation about 1980. 
The succeeding 42 months 
would be spent in testing and 
evaluating: the conyersion 
process at a cost of $72,500,000. 

Coalcon envisages a force of 
400 operators and supervisory 
personnel while the plant un- 
dergoes test and evaluation. 

Although New Athens will 
contribute some of the con- 
struction labor force, it is too 
small to provide all the 
workers. 

Coalcon estimates there is a 
labor force of 34,000 within a 30- 


minute commuting distance of - 


the plant site, which is one mile 
from New Athens.

Club closing to make room 
for proposed treatment plant 


The John Marshall Gun Club 
will cease operations after this. 
month due to plans being drawn 
up for installing .a treatment 
plant near Horseshoe ‘Lake as 
part of Granite City Steel's 
water treatment facilities. 

If itis approved by the Mlinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, construction of the new 
system is to cost over $10 
million. 

Currently, a system removes 

most of the impurities from 
awater used in the plant. 
= Itis credited with achieving a 
“cleaner water discharge than 
that at most steel plants. The 
-water is discharged into Hor- 
seshoe ‘Lake from treatment 
“basins. 

Water quality standards 
adopted by the Illinois Pollution 
‘Control Board and interpreted 
cby the Illinois EPA require that 
‘water now being discharged be 
reduced in suspended solids, 
iron and ammonia-nitrogen 


content. 

The water treatment plant 
proposed is intended to reduce 
the levels to acceptable levels. 
‘The lagoons will remain a part 
of the overall water treatment 
system. 

The treatment plant would 
use breakpoint chlorination for 
ammonia removal, deep-bed 
filtration for suspended solids 
and iron removal, and sulfur 
dioxide injection to remove 
chlorine residuals. 

Land currently occupied. by 
the Marshall Gun Club—an 
organization made up of active 
and retired Granite City Steel 
employes as well as others— 
will be used for the treatment 
plant. 

The club has been asked to 
vacate the land by Jan. 1. No 
plans have yet been made for 
relocation of the club facilities. 

Granite City Steel requires a 
large volume of water — 70 
million gallons a day — for 


cooling of equipment and for 
steel mill processes. Most of 
this water is brought to the 
plant through a pipeline ‘from 
the Chain of Rocks Canal. 

Much of it is reused several 
times before’ it goes to settling 
basins, skimming ponds and 
stabilization lagoons that make 
up the present water pollution 
control program. 

After the plant goes into 
operation, 25 million gallons a 
day could be treated for release 
into Horseshoe Lake while the 
rest would be recirculated to the 
plant for reuse. 

A 48-inch pipeline is to be 
installed for returning the water 
to a 10-million-gallon water 
reservoir at 2ist and Monroe 
Streets. 

Sverdrup and Parcel and 
Associates of St. Louis are doing 
engineering work on the new 
system. A target of mid-1977 has 
been set for putting the water 
treatment plant into operation.

Howlett ready to start 
photo license program 


Secretary of State Michael J 
Howlett announced this week 
that his office can now begin the 
first phase of implementing the 
photo drivers license program 
in Illinois. 

Work on the program was 
delayed because the $1.2 million 
appropriation approved by the 
General Assembly this spring 
was the subjéct of an amen- 
datory veto. 

‘The legislature concurred in 
the amendatory veto during its 
fall session, and funds to begin 
the project will be freed as soon 
as the governor certifies the bill 
(H.B. 2204). 

Howlett said a reduction: in 
the original appropriation 
request will require the 
program to be completed in two 

. phases, and actual issuance of 
photo driver licenses may not 
be possible until calendar year 
1977. 

“I want to provide photo 
drivers licenses for the people 
of Illinois as quickly as 
possible,” Howlett said. 

“But we cannot compromise 
the integrity of our data 
systems by developing a less 
than ideal program on a hurried 
basis with limited funds. 

“The program requires more 
than merely photographing 

‘ drivers, It also requires a state- 

wide network of computer 
Jerminals linking Driver Ser- 
vice Facilities thfoughout 
Illinois with the central com- 
putersin Springfield. 

“This will permit immediate 
verification and updating of a 
driver’s-eligibility and record— 
which are requisites for the 
instant issuance of photo 
drivers licenses.” 

Howlett said installation of 


the computer network will 
constitute phase one of the 
program, and that eadditional 
funds to complete the second 
phase will be sought when the 
General Assembly convenes in 
January for the fiscal 1977 
budget session 

Originally, the Illinois House 
approved $3,025,000 from the 
general revenue fund for the 
program, but the appropriation 
was reduced to $1,225,000 in the 
Senate. The House. later con- 
curred with the reduction. 

On Aug. 15, the governor used 
his amendatory veto to transfer 
the appropriation from the 
general revenue fund to the 
road fund.

Outlook for Scotland flu in state

“How did you. get the flu?” 
“T just: opened the window, -_ 
and: inflew-enza!”’ yi 
This old joke has probably” 
‘been around as long’as flu ‘has, 
but even today it illustrates, 
with good humor, how easy it is 
to catch the “flusbug.”” 
Chances are that, before the 
winter is oyer, you or someone 
you know will have the flu. 
, State public health officials 
anticipate the possibility of flu 


caused. by one or more of 
several typés of influenza virus 
in Illinois this winter, including 
Port Chalmers,. Scotland ‘and 
Hong Kong strains. 

Hong Kong flu, a Type B 
Strain, has been around for 
several years now, and there 
was some Port Chalmers flu 
reported in Illinois last winter. 

The Scotland strain, however, 
hasn’t been seen in Hlinois 
before. Like Port Chalmers, 
Scotland flu is‘a Type A strain 
which is more likely to cause 
community outbreaks than is

"When people under 65 who are 
otherwise in good health con- 
tract. the flu, the illness is 
generally short-lived. In a week 
or so, health is restored in 
uncomplicated cases.’ 

But, persons over 65 — or 
persons who have chronic 
diseases, especially diabetes or 
diseases which affect the heart, 
lung or kidney — are more 


susceptible to flu, and more 
likely to develop serious 
complications from it. 

These persons are referred to 
as “high-risk” by health of- 
ficials and, in order to maintain 
the highest possible Tevel of 
protection against flu, those in 
these “high-risk”* groups should 
Probably have flu shots every 


* Another thing to remember 
about flu is that antibiotics, 
such as penicillin, will not cure 
the illness. 

Antibiotics may be of use, 
however, in treating secondary 
infections which occasionally 
accompany influenza - in- 
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fections. 

So, if you're under 65 and in 
good health, you probably don’t 
need a flu shot. If the flu strikes 
you, remember the bedrest, 
aspirin and fluid prescription, 
With these “assists,” your own 
healthy body will do an effective 
job of fighting ofthe virus.

-Price lists savings by 
Air Force move to Scott 


Cong. Melvin Price (D, 23rd 
Ill.) Wednesday released the 
results of the comptroller 
general's report showing 
favorable cost-savings benefits 
on the planned move of the Air 
Force Communications Service 
from Richards-Gebaur Air 
Force Base to the Military 
Airlift. Command, Scott Air 
Force Base. 

Annual recurring savings 
from the move will be ap 
proximately $6.47 million, Cong, 
Price said, plus the cancellation 
or deferral of $5.81 million in 
construction projects at 
Richards-Gebaur. One-time 
costs of about $11.62 million 
were also reported by the 
Government Accounting Office. 

Cong. Price explained that 
the annual savings would come 
from reduced operating costs at 
Richards-Gebaur and reduced 
manpower requirements. 
Additionally, a $5.8 million 
alteration of the Richards- 
Gebaur medical facility will be 
cancelled, should the Scott

Meyers; standing next to 
Scoville, grabbed Scoville by 
the throat. Scoville stood up as 
several nearby employes 
rushed to pull Meyers away 
from the board president. 

Later in the meeting Meyers 
offered an apology and Scéville 
said it was accepted. 

As chairman for the 1976 
year, Scoville reappointed all 
levee district department 
heads, including Mrs. Helen 
Christich of Granite City as 
chief clerk; Farrell as chief 
engineer and James Spanos as 
maintenance _ superintendent.

Fire trustees raise pay 


Long Lake Fire Protection 
District trustees last night 
approved an increase in the pay 
for trustees from $200 per year 
to $500 annually. 

Board President Harold 
Davis explained the state law 
was -changed to allow fire 
district trustees to be paid up to 
$750 per year, but the three 
trustees of the Long Lake 
district felt $500 would be an 
appropriate salary. 

Davis said an increase is in 
line with the additional 
workload the new trustees have 
accepted with projects initiated 
under the new Community 
Development Grant program, 
the federal revenue sharing 
program and other grants and 
aid 

In addition, he explained, he 
and trustee Lloyd Miller spent 
several days at the Madison 
County Courthouse —_at 
Edwardsville defining the fire 
district’s precise boundaries 
and preparing maps for the 
Long Lake Volunteer Fire 
Department. 

“Since we prepared the maps, 
the fire department can tell 
immediately if‘a certain house 
or lot is in their jurisdiction or in 
someone else’s. In the past, we 
never were quite sure,” Davis 
explained, 

The third trustee is Irene 
Karlechik. The fire protection 
district is the taxing body which 
funds the operations of the Long 
Lake Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment. 

“A lot of work went into ob- 
taining a grant from Nameoki 
Township's revenue sharing to 
install fire hydrants in several 
areas of the township. 

“The East St. Louis & 
Interurban Water Co. presently 
is installing 13° new fire 
hydrants and we are assuming 
the payments for two existing 
ones — one on Eduardo Drive 


which the residents were paying 
for and one in Quiet Valley 
which no one was paying for and 
was ‘about to be removed. 

“We presently are completing 
the work necessary to receive 
funds for a new rescue truck 
and rescue equipment. That will 
be purchased with a com- 
bination of Community 
Development and federal 
revenue sharing moneys, at no 
direct cost to the taxpayers. 

“We felt $500 each is a fair 
figure for a whole year of the 
kind of work we are doing,” 
Davis concluded. 


The board voted to approve a 
$1,700 check for the fire 
department as partial payment 
on the $49,000 contract the 
department has this year with 
the fire protection district. 

Also approved was a $215 
payment to R. C. Sheffel, 
certified public accountants, for 
completing the annual audit of 
the district’s books. The report 
recommended only minor 
bookkeeping changes. 

Payment of $90 to continue a 
subscription and membership 
to Illinois Fire Protection News 
also was approved.

Airport hearing 
plans outlined 


By WILLIAM T.

of Transportation 

As the secretary of ‘Tran- 
sportation, I will be deciding 
whether an application under 
the Airport and Airway 
Development Act should be 
approved for a federal grant for 
acquisition of a site in 
Columbia-Waterloo, Il,, for an 
airport to serve the St., Louis 
metropolitan area. 

Commitment of Federal 
funds for site acquisition would 
be the first in a series of steps 
toward development of a major 
air carrier airport at this 
location ; 

This decision is highly con- 
troversial and has been under 
consideration for many years. 
An extensive record has been 
compiled and numerous 
recommendations have been 
made. 

In particular, the argument is 
made that the existing Lambert 
St. Louis International Airport 
can be modified to serve air 
carrier airport needs of the St 
Louis area for the foreseeable 
future, or that another site in 
Missouri would be preferable to 
Columbia-Waterloo, 

The Department of Tran- 
sportation (DOT) had hoped 
that agreement would be 
reached in the St. Louis region 
on a new or upgraded airport 

When this did not occur, the 
department studied carefully 
and at length all of the 
proposals which have been 
suggested. 

T now plan to complete my 
review of the matter and make 
a decision shortly on the request 
for a grant for land acquisition 
at Columbia-Waterloo, 

There “have been prior op- 
portunities for public and of- 
ficial participation in this 
decision. 

However, in order to permit a 
final opportunity for interested 
elected public officials and 
representatives of civic, public 
interest. and industry 
organizations to express their 
views, I will hold a public 
hearing ‘on the question. 

‘The hearing will be conducted 
in a manner comparable to a 
Congressional ‘hearing. It will 
be held on Thursday, Dec. 18, at 
a location in St, Louis to be 
announced The tentative 
agenda is: 

10 a.m. to 11 a.m, - Elected 
officials who favor’approval of 
land acquisition for an airport 


at Columbia-Waterloo. 

11 a.m, to 12 noon 
Representatives of civic, public 
interest and industry groups 
who favor approval of land 
acquisition at Columbia- 
Waterloo.

Work begins on SIUE roadway 


Construction work is under 
way on a mile of-new campus 
road at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 
following groundbreaking 
ceremonies which dedicated the 
project as a training program 
for Local Union 520 of the 
International Union of 
Operating Engineers (IUOE) 

Officially known as the 
Whiteside Southwest Connector 
Training Roadway, the new 
road will connect Circle Drive 
and Bluff Road on land which 
was homesteaded by William B. 
Whiteside before 1800. The 
University has used a narrow 
farm lane across the property 
since it was acquired in 1965 

The training program is 
under the direction of the area 
Joint Apprenticeship and 
Training Committee (JATC), 
with representation from the 
IUOE, Southern _ Illinois 
Builders Association (SIBA) 
and Southern Illinois Con- 
tractors Association (SICA). 
Members of these groups, as 
well as representatives of state 
and federal agencies, 
legislators, area dignitaries and 
University administrators, 
attended ‘the groundbreaking 
ceremonies and took helicopter 
and ground tours of the campus. 

Speaking for the University 
community, President John S. 
Rendleman said, “This is a 
proud moment in the history of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. I want you to 
know how happy we are that we 
are in a position to serve as a 
suitable site for this excellent 
program. 

“When we went about our 
initial planning, we wanted to 
acquire sufficient land to insure 
that the University could grow 
to its fullest potential,” the 
president explained. ‘‘Some 
have criticized us for all the 
land we have acquired for the 
University. But the scale on 
which we can operate in making 
this particular program 
feasible justifies the wisdom of 
our original decision, even if we 
did not foresee this particular 
kind of program at the time.”

While the practice of statewide party 
slating can be faulted from some stand- 
points, it is good’ to see that the Illinois 
Democrati¢ Central Committee has in- 
cluded caniidates of considerable merit in 
the list it endorsed Monday evening. 

Because; Governor Daniel Walker has 
built his political apparatus largely outside 
the regular party organization, a primary 
race is assured, giving Democrats a clear 
choice between two major aspirants for 
the governor nomination. Republicans 
also have & lively two-way gubernatorial 
race. A two-year term is to be filed, 
followed by regular four-year terms. 

Since national political tides sometimes 
affect the Outcome of state elections, it is 
impossibleiat ‘this point to view with any 
certainty the outcome of the November 
1976 balloting. But if the. voters of each 
party choose candidates of high ability in 
March, thd state will be assured of having 
good officipls. 

Many régular Democrats want so in- 
tensely to defeat the incumbent governor 
that they pushed hard for a man they con- 
sider unbeatable in both the primary and 
general election — Secretary of State 
Michael Howlett of Chicago. 

He has won consistently in years that 
were good and sometimes bad for other 
Democratic candidates. He earned the 
auditor of public accounts office on three 
different opcasions before being elected to 
his present jon in ©1972, and has 
generally received high marks for ef- 


posi 


ficiericy and cost-cutting. 

State Treasurer Alan Dixon of 
Belleville, a relatively young but veteran 
public servant, won the treasurer office by 
a técord statewide margin and appeared to 
have a good chance of beating Gov. 
Walker in the primary. But in the interest 
of party harmony, he stepped aside for Mr. 
Howlett and instead will seek Secretary 
Howlett’s present office. 

The secretary of state position in Illinois 
includes vastly more responsibilities than 
is the case in many states. If elected, Mr. 
Dixon will have an opportunity to continue 
the reform trend initiated in the past 
several years and also is likely to add 
markedly to his already strong role in 
Illinois political matters. 

Mr. Dixon's Downstate -residence 
perhaps provides the kind of balance to of- 
fset the slating of Chicagoans for both 
governor and lieutenant governor. Young 
Lt. Gov. Neil F. Hartigan, denied the 
backing he wanted for secretary of state 
but “slated” for a second term in his 
current post, may be able to bid strongly 
for governor in 1978 or 1982. 

Others slated this week were Senate 
President Cecil Partee for attorney general 
and former State Instruction Superin- 
tendent Michael Bakalis for state comp- 
troller. State Senator Sam Vadalabene of 
this district sought the lieutenant governor 
post, but inclusion of Mr. Dixon on the 
ticket apparently ruled out a second can- 
didate from this metropolitan region. 


United Nations multiplying its anti-freedom indignities

When U. S. Ambassador Daniel P. 


— Moynihan! proposed a resolution to the 


United Nations asking that all political 
prisoners everywhere in the world be set 
free, he undoubtedly did not expect en- 
thusiastic applause. We doubt also that he 
expected ‘his proposal to set free any 
political prisoner anywhere in the world. 

Mr. Moynihan was doing what he said 
he would do when he agreed to accept the 
UN ambassadorship. rf 

He was ‘puncturing the hypocrisy of the 
UN-Genetal Assembly with truth, and the 
case that He has is unimpeachable. 

For example, recently Amnesty In- 
ternational estimated there are 10,000 
political prisoners in the Soviet Union 
alone who are not only incarcerated but 
also systematically tortured. 

All three votes of the Soviet Union were 
cast for the UN resolution seeking to iden- 
tify Zionism with racism — the resolution 
that Mr. Moynihan was countering with his 
proposal. 

Unfortunately, the Soviet Union's 
political prisoners are but a drop in the 
ocean. 

Of the 72 members of the General 
Assembly voting for the anti-Zionist 
resolutidn, only 14 are considered 
democra¢ies — Cameroon, Cape Verde, 
Gambia,! Guyana, Lebanon, Malaysia, 
‘Maldive Isalnds,Malta, Mexico, Sao Tome 
‘e Principe, Senegal, Sri Lanka, Tunisia and 
Turkey. 

The remaining 58 are dictatorships 
ranging from outright communism to one- 
woman emergency rule in India. 

Each of the dictatorships holds power by 
suppressing human rights, but they hold 


thebalance of power in the General 
Assembly and are able to condemn others. 

It was refreshing to hear Mr. Moynihan 
call a spade a spade, but it also was ob- 
vious from the outset that he was fighting a 
losing battle in the UN, which is heavily 
oriented against human freedoms as well 
as the United States. 

Accordingly, the United States was for- 
ced to withdraw Mr. Moynihan’s 
resolution because the UN majority had 
amended it to change its meaning com- 
pletely. It was changed into a document 
specifically directed against Israel, South 
Africa and Rhodesia. 

The alteration of the U. S. resolution 
again illustrates the inequity of the UN 
majority and what Mr. Moynihan ap- 
propriately calls the “selective univer- 
sality” of the body. The United States was 
correct in withdrawing its support. 

However, the amendments also present 
another challenge to the United States 
from the Communist and underdeveloped 
majority in the UN. The UN actions are 
another indignity tossed on a heap of in- 
dignities and a matter that we cdnnot 
ignore. 

The United States must consider striking 
back immediately with the numerous 
means at its command economic, 
diplomatic and persuasive. 

Most assuredly it is not a time for Mr. 
Moynihan to resign or be forced out of his 
job. . 

If Mr. Moynihan leaves at this time un- 
der any circumstances it will be construed 
as a sign of U. S. weakness. 

Strength and integrity must continue to 
guide U. S. actions in the United Nations in 
the critical days ahead.

Holiday season brings thoughts of slain police

Once more, a tragic number 
of families across the land will 
enter. the holiday. season 
mourning their loss of a slain 
law enforcement officer. 

Cut down by criminal action, 
these officers join the lengthy 
roll of others who have made 
the supfeme sacrifice serving a 
public plagued by rampant 
lawlessness. 

This deplorable loss of life 
within our ranks continues to 
call for our grave concern and 
represents a most critical 
challenge to our profession. 

Without question, we must 
renew our efforts to counter this 
succession of brutal slayings 
and other violent assaults 
against police officers. 

The hazards of death and 
serious injury over-shadow 
the entire law enforcement 
community, and the incidence 
of abusive and_ violent 
behavior toward officers is 
both widespread and 
frequent. 

Data compiled by the FBI 
reveals that in 1974, police 


assaults occurred at the rate of 
15 attacks per 100 officers. 

Of these assaults, six resulted 
in injury to the victim officers— 
39 per cent of whom sustained 
injuries of a-serious nature. 

Experience has clearly shown 
that the menace of criminal 
attack is not confined to any 
particular area nor to any 
specific form of law  en- 
forcement activity. 

Last June, for example, two 
special agents of the FBI were 
ambushed and murdered 
during a fugitive investigation 
in rural South Dakota. 

Three months later, in the 
heart of New York City, two 
policemen were shot down while 
conducting a routine 
automobile inspection, thus 
raising to six the number of 
officers slain in that city since 
the beginning of the year. 

The appalling number of law 
enforcement officers murdered 
in recent years must surely 
shroud this nation with a grim— 
and shameful—distinction in 
the eyes of the world. 

While parallels between 
countries in respect to crime 
conditions must be drawn with 


great caution, a comparison of 
our: disgraceful chronicle of 
police killings with the records 
of many other nations provjdes 
some striking contrasts. 

During the three-year period 
1972-74, 372 law enforcement 
officers, representing all levels 
of government, were feloniously 
slain in the United States. 

Over the same span of time, 
only three officers throughout 
England, Wales and Scotland 
fell victim to deadly criminal 
acts. ‘ 
‘Although Italy recorded a 
substantial number (76) of such 
fatalities, its losses, together 
with those of the other Western 
European nations of France, 
West Germany, Spain, Sweden, 
and Norway, amounted to little 
more than a third or our grisly 
total for the three years, 

It is interesting to note, too, 
that in 1974, the combined 
population of these European 
countries more than equaled 
that of our own. 

In further contrast, Japan, 
whose population in 1974 was 
more than half as great as our 
own, recorded only 13 police 
killings. 


It is, of course, earnestly 
hoped that our extensive ex- 
perience with police assaults, 
fatal and otherwise, has taught 
us some basic lessons in law 
enforcement survival. 

As a profession, we have paid 
a terrible price for this in- 
structive knowledge; yet, far 
too many of us continue to 
ignore, at our great peril, the 
lessons to be learned. 

With distressing frequency, 
our fellow officers suffer the 
tragic consequences of handling 
in a careless manner so-called 
routine assignments, despite 
amply documented ' evidence 
that these situations can be 
deadly. 

In 1973 and 1974, more officers 
were killed responding to 
disturbance calls than in any 
other type of activity, 

We know, too, 
attempts have claimed a high 
number of police lives; yet, in 
too many instances, officers 
still approach these potentially 
dangerous situations in a less- 
than-alert fashion.

Additional research and study 
in this critical area are clearly 
needed. 

We must, 
deavor to 
knowledge developed 
improved training 
operational procedures. 

In addition, we must seek to 
apply more imaginatively; 
science and technology toward 
the physical protection or our 
personnel. 

Greater efforts must be made 
to inspire in the individual of- 
ficer—recruit and veteran 
alike—a deep and. positive 
commitment to survival safety. 

Perhaps we can never totally 
remove the danger of physical 
injury from the practice of law 
enforcemertt in this nation. 

Yet, we can strive in many 
obvious and promising ways to 
reduce this risk to an absolute 
minimum, consistent with our 
role in a free and just society. 

Let us, then, look to the new 

year ahead with a firm resolve 
to make it a safer year for law 
enforcement—a year that will 
begin a steady decline ‘in police 
killings and assaults,

10 billion Christmas cards sent in U.S. each year 


From Currier & Ives and 
stagecoach to studio Santas and 
zip codes, the Christmas card 
tradition has survived 135 years 
of wars, paper -shortages and 
postal problems. Yet, the 
biggest threat to this tradition 
could haye resulted from the 
content of the very first “‘of- 
ficial” Christmas card. 

That card, drawn by English 
artist John Horsley in 1842, 
consisted of one large center 
panel and two small side panels. 
The side panels depicted people 
feeding the hungry and clothing 
the needy, while the center 
panel depicted a festive family 
gathering at which even the 
children were indulging. 

‘This upset many of England’s 
religious. Their old puritanical 
feeling against enjoying 
Christmas was just beginning to 
weaken, but they weren’t ready 
for what the card implied. They 
declared the card a temptation 
to those of weak will. 


Their Christmas spirit, 


however, prevailed and soon 
Christmas cards became one of 
the most popular ways to extend 
good wishes. 

Christmas was a serious 
occasion and the greeting on 
these early cards usually read, 
“A Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year To You.” 

The cards in America were 
woodcuts printed on cream or 
buff colored parchment. 

Some were homemade, while 
some European imports sold 
anywhere from one cent to $10 
to $50. 

Until 1845, they were folded, 
sealed with wax and delivered 
by hand or stagecoach. As the 
amount of mail increased, 
postal rates were established 
and the envelope was created to 
protect the card. 

By 1850, a faster and more 
effective printing method, 
lithography, was introduced in 
America and turned greeting 
cards into a profitable business. 

Most Christmas cards of the 
early to mid 1860s were pen 


sketched, Currier & Ives type 
winter scenes. 

Some were heavily enameled 
and back stamped to create an 
embossed effect, while some 
were elaborate postcard types 
using vivid, brilliant colors, 

In 1866, Louis Prang, ‘father 
of the American Christmas 
card,”” perfected the 
lithographic process _ of 
multicolor printing so well that 
it was hard to tell his 
reproductions from originals. 

In 1870, he published a deluxe 
edition of Christmas cards 
which found a ready market in 
America and England. And in 
1874, he introduced the first 
complete line of Christmas 
cards to the American public. 
The cards during Prang’s 
period had religious scenes 
printed on them. 

There isn’t much known about 
Christmas cards from the mid 
1870s to the late 1880s, but it is 
believed that a simple greeting 
on plain stationery was sent.

‘The cards, now with a “Z 
fold,’ were either three- 
dimensional—three cut-out 
objects were glued on top of 
each other to give the three- 
dimensional effect—or were 
loaded with a new ornament, 
the “‘swag.”” 

‘The swag was a piece of s¢rap 
material, ribbons, satin bows or 
strips of lace, glued on the card. 
If overused, this ornamentation 
gave a cheap, gaudy ap- 
pearance to ‘the card, many 
believed. 

Greeting card~ publishing in 
America declined by 1906, but 
was back on its feet again 
before World War I when many 
of today’s leading publishers 
were founded. By 1920, they 
were meeting the demahd for 
better quality and design. 

When the Depression hit in 
1929, Christmas cards continued

Though special cards with 
Santas waving flags and sen- 
timents of ‘missing you’ and 
“across the miles’’ were 
popular during World War II 
years, paper shortages limited 
the number of general 
Christmas cards mailed. Grains 
of Epsom salt were substituted 
for scarce decorative glitter. 

‘The 1980s brought a new type 
of Christmas card. The 
humorous studio card treated 
Christmas less seriously than in 
the past, sometimes depicting 
Santa with a martini in hand. 

Serious, religious and 
humorous, the Christmas card 
industry has skyrocketed since 
World War II, with Americans 
sending about ten billion 
Christmas cards each year. 

The tone of the cards may 
have changed, but the wish for 
peace and good will has 
remained the same throughout 
the years and across the miles.

New storage facility 


A new $52,575 freezer addition 
to Prairie Farms Dairy, 1800 
Adariis Street, is beginning to 
take shape and will soon offer 
the dairy, “‘one of the easiest 
and most economical modes of 
storage and’inventory control,” 
John J, Doneff, professional 
engineer on the project, ex- 
plained while reviewing 
progress of the addition. 

Doneff, a Madison High 
School graduate, is employed 
by Massey Equipment Co., St 
Louis,:and is in charge of in- 
stalling the Interlake courier 
storage and retrieval system 
being placed in the new dairy 
addition. 

He explained the addition 
consists primarily of a steel 
framework which includes 
many vertical and horizontal 
rows for stock storage. 

The steel racks will support 
most: of the building addition. 
Donett explained the Interlake 
racks, produced in Pontiac, Tll., 


are actually many series of 
tilted raws, or conveyors, along 
which products are placed and 
move by gravity into lines 
where they await shipping. 

If one row contains only one 
specific product, such as 
French-fried potatoes, new 
inventories of the potatoes are 
loaded at one end of the rack 
system and flow by gravity to 
the other end, from which they 
are taken for distribution. 

‘The system allows a constant 
rotation of food products, which 
is important to keeping the 
products fresh, he explained. 

M. H. Wolfe & Co. of Granite 
City is general contractor for 
concrete construction and wall 
erection for the new freezer, 
which will enclose about 7,000 
square feet. The freezer is 
expected to be in operation by 
January. 

Another advantage of the 
storage and conveyor racks, 
which are about 26 feet high in 


the new building, is that there is 
very little space needed for 
handling the products, Doneff 
said. Nearly all of the space is 
used for storage, except for 
rows at either end, one for 
loading the products onto the 
racks and the other for 
removing the products and 
loading them onto trucks. 

Transfer vehicles, similar to 
fork trucks on elevators which 
also move from side to side, are 
used for loading and unloading 
the products at either end of the 
shelves.

GC aldermen view televised 
inspection of sewer lines 


Granite City Council mem- 
bers had their first opportunity 
Monday night to view results of 
the use of the city’s $42,000 
worth ‘of sewer: inspection 
equipment in a televised 
demonstration arranged by City 
Engineer: Monroe Brewer. 

For ten minutes the aldermen 
viewed part of a one-hour tape 
of a televised inspection. of an 
eight-inch sanitary sewer line 
along Dale Avenue, the first 
area in which the new equip- 
ment was put to use. 

‘The television system and a 
grouting’ unit which operates 
inside the sewer line to reseal 
separated joints in sewer tiles 
‘was purchased by the city as the 
first step ina five-year program 
to rehabilitate the sewer system 


in the Nameoki area where the * 


city has spent nearly $3 million 
in sewer repairs during the past 
five years. 

Purchase of the televising and 
grouting equipment, was 


recommended in a $30,000 
survey completed last summer 
by Sverdrup & Parcel & 
Associates, St. Louis 
engineering firm, and Dr. 
Robert’. Koepke, assistant 
professor of earth'sciences and 
planning at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

In filming the sewer interiors, 
the cameras are pulled from 
manhole to manhole on cables. 
The tape shown.on television for 
the aldermen Monday night 
clearly showed tree roots 
growing into the sewer lines and 
water dripping from around 
separated joints. Brewer said 
that if the pictures had been 
taking during a heavy rain, 
water would be seen running 
into the lines. 

The Nameoki area has 22 
miles of sanitary sewer lines, or 
about 40 per cent of the city’s 
entire sewer system. - 

Brewer said that while the 
televising work continues to
